Committee 
Shifts To 
Economics 


WASHINGTON (A P)-A special 
Cabinet committee headed by Vice 
President Richard M. Nixon pub­ 
licly shifted its emphasis Sunday 
from fighting inflation to promot- 
economic growth. 
The committee, which has been 
known as an anti-inflation group, 
issued 
a 
1,600-word 
statement 
which didn’t even use the word 
'inflation.’ 


A committee member said the 
document, entitled "What Do We 
Really Want From Our Econ­ 
omy?” reflected optimism by the 
group that prices will be kept 
within 
reasonable 
bounds 
in 
months ahead. 


This bolstered a growing im­ 
pression that the administration 
feels the nation is winning tho- 
battle to keep living costs in 
check. Price levels have been rel­ 
atively stable for the past year. 
The committee member, who 
declined to be identified, said the 
group’s primary concern is to pro-' 
mote the growlh of the economy. 
He said stable prices merely are 
one means toward that end. 
However, the committeeman de­ 
nied that the Nixon task force | 
has scrapped the word “ infla­ 
tion.'’ 
The committee s statement, de­ 
scribed as educational in nature, 
spelled 
out 
what 
the 
group 
believes should be the economic 
goals of the nation. It listed three: 
1. Economic growth—"That is. 
a large and expanding output of 
goods and services.’ 
2. Maximum employment oppor­ 
tunities, 
meaning,

hold the kind of job that suits 
you best. 
3. “ Reasonable stability of the 
pnce level.”

Raising Gas Taxes 


After bring itelled on d##fl center 
for weeks, efforts to help east the fed­ 
eral highway financing crisis appear 
again to be moving into high gear. 
The House Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee approved a one - cent increase 
from three to four cents in the federal 
gasoline tax to he effective for 22 
months—from September through June 
SO, IMI. 
Upon expiration of the increase, 
enme excise taxes en new autos 
ami trucks which now go into the 
Treasury's general revenue fund 
would be diverted te the highway 
trust fund for a period of three 
years. 


This formula was worked out by the 
committee to get around the President’s 
request for a five-year, one and one-half 
cent increase in the federal gasoline and 
diesel fuel tax. 
The action reversed the committee’s 
previous decision Against a pay-as-you- 
go program to provide the money need­ 
ed to keep the superhighway construc­ 
tion projects moving without interrup­ 
tion. Instead, the House group favored 
the idea of a bond issue to bring in the 
revenue. 
Sufficient opposition to creating new 
debt built up and forced the commit­ 
tee to change its mind. 
Besides, Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower saw the danger of 
further inflation in a huge bond issue 
and held out the possibility of a veto. 
Thus, the one-cent tax boost came about 
as a compromise. 
Congress is expected to go along with 
the committee on the increase and speed 
it to th# Whit# Hous# for th# Presi­ 
dent’s signature, thereby guaranteeing 
the stat## hug* chunks of federal funds 


to help finance their road construction 
programs. 
The money will come none too soon 
for Pennsylvania. The Commonwealth’s 
federal highway program has hem vir­ 
tually stalled of late due to the lack of 
funds—both state and feder al. 
If, as anticipated, tile fed eral alloca­ 
tions com# through without further de­ 
lays, th# responsibility for getting road 
building back on schedule will he the 
state’s. As of now, there is insufficient 
money on hand to finance most of the 
major projects Pennsylvania has on the 
drawing boards. 
Highway Secretary Park Martin is 
hopeful both houses of the General As­ 
sembly will build up the highway fund 
by approving a proposed one-cent-a-gal- 
lon boost in the gasoline tax. 
Increasing support for the levy has 
been evident in recent days despite a 
hard core of o p p o s i t i o n among certain 
lawmakers. 


The 
Keystone Short w a y Assn. 
met in Williamsport over the week­ 
end and nettled on the tax hike as 
the most practical way of raising 
the required money. 
It urged all 
legislators in the Short way Belt to 
support the proposal provided the 
additional revenue is devoted ex­ 
clusively to the federal highway 
program in Pennsylvania. 
No one, of course, likes to pay more 
taxes. 
But, if we want modern and 
safe highways, additional revenues must 
be raised to finance their construction. 
And the i>eople who benefit from the 
new roads should he willing to pay for 
them. In the long run. a pay-as-you-go 
plan through additional taxes is the 
cheapest way to finance the job and 
w® believe it is the quickest way, too.

Longer School Term 


With school bells due to ring in an­ 
other five weeks, Dr. Charles H. Boehm, 
state superintendent of public instruc­ 
tion, baa itruck terror into the hearts of 
thousands of boys and girls by recom­ 
mending ail 11-month school term. 
In a speech delivered in Harrisburg 
he said "20 per cent of Pennsylvania's 
school districts are lengthening their 
terms to get maximum benefit from the 
public school system." 
At the same 


time he predicted that "eventually the 
average school teacher will work 11 
months a year in the classroom, and 
school plant facilities will be more fully 
utilized than at present." 
His thinking is in line with the rec­ 
ommendations of many taxpayers who 
contend that fewer school buildings 
would be needed if those now in exist­ 
ence were utilized more hours of the 
week.—Williamsport Sun-Gazette

Actually, he wa* born out­ 
side of th e I kraine hut on 
its border. 


Most of his i>olitieal e m e e r 
w a s in th a t area . He was th e 
a g en t S talin used to suppress 
ev ery independence m ovem ent 
in this p a rticu la rly independ­ 
e n t realm. 
H e is held resjKmsible for 
th e horrible m an -m ad e fam ine 
w h e n Stalin deprived the peo­ 
ple of the p ro d u c ts they raid'd 
to use th em to b a rte r for m a ­ 
chinery from abroad. 
K hrushchev, as a politician, 
m an eu v ered him self from the 
U k rain e to M oscow principal­ 
ly through th e patronage of 
L azar K aganovich who t o o k 
a liking to h im and prom oted 
him.
